Scientists said the magnitude 
of the first two quakes today 
were 6% and 5%4 respectively, 
compared with 74% July 21 and 
8.6 for the greatest quake ever 
recorded—at Asam in the Hima- 
laya mountains in 1950. 

Southern California has been 
jolted by afterquakes every day 
for more than a week. Police said 
residents here are increasingly 
nervous. Hundreds of families 
spent most of the hot, humid 
night on cots and blankets in 
their yards. 

Today’s quakes opened new 
cracks in some one-story brick 
buildings of Kern General Hos- 
pital, causing the evacuation of 
50 patients. Part of a machine 
shop roof collapsed. 

Short-circuits caused many 
transformers to blaze up and 
there were numerous fire calls.

Boosts of 1 to 8 Cents 
a Pound Effective 
Through October—Re- 
ductions Possible Then. 


WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP)— 
Hams, chops and other lean pork 
cuts popular during summer 
months are going up from one to 
eight cents a pound. 

The Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion announced yesterday that 
ceiling prices on lean cuts—those 
accounting for about 40 to 45 per 
cent of pork sales—are being in- 
creased through October. Then 
they may be reduced. 

These are the authorized in- 
creases, effective immediately: 
Pork shoulders, one cent a pound: 
hams, bellies, Boston butts and 
neckbones, three cents; pork 
chops, loins and spareribs, eight 
cents. 

Slaughterers and wholesalers 
may add $1.20 per hundred 
pounds on saies of pork products 
to restaurants, hotels and others 
selling meals. 

Retailers are permitted to pass 
along the increases to the con- 
sumer. Retail prices vary greatly 
throughout the nation, depending 
on the basic OPS markup ap- 
proved for each individual dealer, 

OPS said the Jean cuts were se- 
lected for the increases because 
housewives customarily pay a 
premium for them during warm 
months. 

Ceilings on cuts usually used in 
making sausage were not boosted. 

OPS said increases were neces- 
sary because the Agriculture De- 
partment increases the parity 
price for hogs above 100 per cent 
from July through October. The 
new economic controls law pro- 
vides that processors must be 
given higher ceilings to make up 
for higher prices paid to farmers. 

Parity is a price designed to 
give the farmer a fair return for 
what he sells in relation to what 


he has to buy.

WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP)— 
The old Wage Stabilization Board 
dies at midnight tonight’ but a 
new one, with less power, is ex- 
pected to be named shortly by 
President Truman. 

Members must be confirmed by 
the Senate, but as it is not in 
session Truman may name board 
members to serve until Gongress 
convenes in January. 

It is reported he is having dif- 
ficulty finding men to fill the 
posts. The old WSB was the cen- 
ter of heated controversy in the 
steel strike because some said 
ceftain recommendations it made 
favored organized labor. 

Until a new board is named, 
Economic Stabilization Admin- 
istrator Roger L. Putnam could 
take over as wage stabilizer. 

The new board, like the old 
one, will have equal representa- 
tion from industry, labor. and the 
public. Whether it will also have 
18 members has not been made 


public, It will not have the old 
board’s power to handle labor dis- 
putes. 

The American Federation of 
Labor yesterday ended one Gov- 
ernment worry: It announced it 
would co-operate with the new 
board, despite the loss of some of 
its power. The CIO is expected 
to follow suit soon. 

Truman yesterday praised the 
out-going board for doing a 
“grand job” under “the most try- 
ing circumstances.” 

“After the smoke has cleared 
away from the now settled bitter 
steel dispute,” Truman said in a 
letter to retiring WSB Chairman 
Nathan P. Feinsinger, “everyone 
will be able to see that the basic 
recommendations of the wage 
board were finally adopted by the 
parties in this case.”

PUERTO RICO CONSTITUTION 
AMENDED; PROPOSED BY U.S. 


SAN JUAN, July 29 (AP)—The 
Puerto Rican Legislature in a 
special session today approved a 
resoluticn amending its new con- 
stitution in order to effect 
changes proposed by the United 
States Congress. The constitu- 
tion signals the rise of Puerto 
rico as a self-governing “free com- 
monwealth” associated with the 
United States. 

Today's resolution clarifies ar- 
ticles concerning public schools 
and provides machinery for pos- 
sible future amendments. The 
changes must be approved by a 
—_ referendum next Novem- 
er. 


ITALY DENIES STORY 
OF H-BOMB EXPLOSION 


Rome Explains Blast Was De- 
signed to Change Hydrogen 
Into Helium. 


ROME, July 29 (AP) — The 
Italian Defense Ministry an- 
nounced last night that an explo- 
sion designed to transform hydro- 
gen into helium—the reaction 
which could power a hydrogen 
bomb—had ben touched off in 
this country. 

The announcement made it 
clear, however, that the experi- 
ment involved only a “very small 
amount of Hydrogen.” 

Atomic scientists in New York 
said the Italian explosion ob- 
viously was aimed at achieving 
the dread H-bomb but the value 
of the experiment apparently is 
not known yet, even in Italy. 

Defense Minister Randolfo Pac- 
ciardi said results of the experi- 
ment could not be determined un- 
til. a scientific examination had 
been made. 

First reports of the explosion, 


appearing in the influential news- 
paper Il Giornale d'Italia, said 
an Italian scientist actually had 
exploded a hydrogen bomb. 
Pacciardi denied this, saying 
such reports were “completely 
without foundation.” The experi- 
ment, the minister said, was “re- 
garding the possibility of trans- 


forming a very small amount of 


hydrogen into helium.” 

| Giornale d’Italia‘said the explo- 
sion was the culmination of stud- 
les made by a young atomic 
scientist, Ubaldo Loschi. 

New. York scientists said Loschi 
may have been bombarding hy- 
drogen with its radioactive iso- 
tope, tritium, 

The aim of these experiments 
is to fuse hydrogen, which has 
an atomic weight of one, with an 
isotope and get as an end product 
helium, which has an atomic 
weight of four. The fusion proc- 
ess would release a vast amount 
of energy which would have great 
destructive powers. 

This is the reverse of the 
atomic bomb explosion. In that 
case the atoms of a radioactive 
isotope of uranium are split, also 
with release of great energy. 

Fusing of hyrogen atoms has 
been done on a laboratory scale 
since 1935, but every method thus 
far known takes -more . energy 
to accomplish the fusion than is 
given off in the reaction. 

Italian Scientist Marco Cada- 
muro Morgante, an associate of 
Loschi, said at Treviso two Rus- 
sian officials tried to “buy our 
secret information” on hydrogen 
bomb experiments. He said the 
Russians “‘contacted us last winter 
but he told them that reports 
about our laboratory were non- 
sense.” He did not identify the 
Russians.

The rival candidates, speaking

in a bitter primary fight for the 
right to oppose Republican Sen- 
ator James P. Kem, whose foreign 
policy record both have attacked, 
in the Nov. 4 general election. 

There was, however, a sharp 
contrast in the manner in which 
the two Democratic candidates ex- 
pressed their opinions on the is- 
sues, Taylor, stiff and formal, 
gave a broad indorsement in only 
general terms of the foreign pol- 
icies of President Truman, who 
is backing him for the nomina- 
tion. 

Symington More Specific. 

Symington, on the other hand, 
Was more specific and compre- 
hensive in his discussion, pre- 
senting more detailed views. 

Taylor, describing himself as a 
“liberal, progressive Democrat,” 
declared he was in “complete ac- 
cord” with the principles of the 
Administration’s foreign policy, 
including the Mutual Assistance 
and Point Four programs. 

“The only force Russia under- 
stands is superior force,” the At- 
torney General said. “We must 
become so strong that no nation 
will dare attack us, but we can’t 
stand alone, and must arm and 
aid our allies.” 

Symington also backed the 
present foreign policy, and stress- 
ed the need for continuing the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion.

G.0.P. Race for Governor Appears 


To Be Mostly an Elliott-Dale F ight 


Ex-Speaker of House Given Edge — Heavy 
Support Lined Up for Him in St. Louis 
Area and Kansas City.

The five-man race for the Re- 
publican nomination for governor 
appears today, a week before the 
primary election, to have nar- 
rowed down to a fight between 
Howard Elliott of St. Louis coun- 
ty and Mayor Stanley I. Dale of 
St. Joseph, with most party lead- 
ers still giving the edge to 

Elliott. 

The top-heavy support the Elli- 
ott foliowers have lined up in St. 
Louis and St. Louis county for 
the former Speaker of the Mis- 
souri House of Representatives 
coupled with strong backing in 
Kansas City and many outstate 
areas, is expected to provide too 
great a handicap for his leading 
opponent to overcome. 

Some Gains by Dale. 

In recent weeks, the 3l-year- 
old St. Joseph Mayor has been 
making an aggressive campaign, 
and has undoubtedly succeeded in 
closing the gap to some extent. 
Stephen T. Burns, the St. Louis 
county automobile and implement 
dealer, also has been making some 
headway in the gubernatorial 
contést, but Dale and Burns seem 
to have been making gains at the 
expense of State Representative 
W. D. Cruce of El Dorado Springs, 
another candidate. 

Cruce, who early in the cam- 
paign had expected to be one of 
the leading contenders, has failed 
to make an active campaign and 
is now virtually out of the run- 
ning. The fifth man in the scram- 
ble, Robert C. Walters, the St. 
Louis pin ball manufacturer who 
favors legalized gambling, never 
was in it. 

Elliott Expects City Vote. 

The Elliott forces are claiming 
the backing of all 28 Republican 
ward organizations in St. Louis. 
They contend that the county 


expected a 


70 per cent of all Republican bal- 
lots cast in -the city. 

Ancel A. Skaggs, chairman of 
the Republican City Committee 
and an Elliott supporter, said he 
large Republican 
primary. vote here and asserted 
that Elliott will benefit because 
of his strong organization support 
here. 

Elliott also is expected to ‘pile 
up a big majority over his com- 
bined opposition in his home 
county. His backers reported he 
will have the support of 11 of the 
14 St. Louis county township or- 
ganizations. 

Burns is expected to have 
strong backing in Washington and 
Lincoln townships. In the other, 
Lemay, one of the Republican fac- 
tional groups is supporting Elliott 
and the other may. 

The Republican legislative lead- 
er is expected to carry Kansas 
City and Jackson county, and 
most counties in the southeast and 
central sections of the state. 

Dale, who is more hopeful than 
confident of upsetting the front- 
running Elliott, is strongest nortn 
of the Missouri River, particular- 
ly in his home sector in north- 
west Missouri. Party leaders 
there expect him to carry St.

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NIXON RETURNS HOME, 


PLEDGES PROSPERITY 


Tells Crowd at Reception 
Eisenhower Can Win Vic- 
tory Without War. 


WHITTIER, Calif., July 29 (AP) 
~—Senator Richard M. Nixon 
came home last night with a 
promise of “prosperity built on 
* peace rather than war.” 

The Republican vice presi- 
dential nominee told a crowd of 
more than 5000 at a reception in 
Whittier College stadium he is

Nixon read a letter from Mrs.

rea. I only pray to God that you

INDIANAPOLIS, July 29 (AP) 
—Cale J. Holder, pro-Taft state 
chairman of the Indiana Repub- 
lican organization, has kept his 
job in a showdown between Taft 
and Eisenhower factions on the 
state G.O.P. committee. 

The result may lead to separate 
G.O.P. campaign organizations in 
Indiana, as in 1940 and 1948. 


The vote was reported as unani- 
mous, after a ‘four-hour session 
yesterday. It was a triumph for 
Senator William E. Jenner, a Taft 
supporter who seeks re-election, 
and a setback for George N. 
Craig, the party nominee for 
Governor, who is aligned with 
Eisenhower supporters. 


Jenner and Senator Homer E. 
Capehart, who was re-elected to 
the Senate in 1950 and reportedly 
regards Craig as a possible Sen- 
ate rival, in 1956, were Taft 
backers at Chicago. Indiana voted 
30 to 2 for Taft to the end. Craig 
at one time publicly favored Eis- 
enhower but later said he was 
neutral. 

Original backers of Eisenhower 
plan an Indianapolis meeting to- 
day. They have said that if Hold- 
er remained as state chairman 
they would operate the LEisen- 
hower campaign from separate 
headquarters. 

Craig has said he would run 
his own campaign if Holder kept 
the chairmanship. But after yes- 
terday’s meeting he said “We are 
going to. work absolutely with the 
state organization for the election 
of the entire Republican ticket.” 


The vote of confidence given 
Holder rejected Craig’s sugges- 
tion last week that Mayor Noland 
Wright of Anderson be named-to 
succeed Holder. 

Holder was. re-eiected in 1950 
and again last May. In 1950 the 


party made great congressional | 


gains in Indiana and in 1951 it 
won 70 of 104 cities in municipal 
elections. 


The threat ot separate cam- 
paign organizations recalled the 


separate indiana campaigns ror 
Wendell Willkie for President and 
Glenn Hillis for Governor in 1940, 
when Willkie won the state by 
25,000 and Hillis lost to Demo- 
crat Henry F. Schricker by 4000. 

In 1948 Hobart Creighton con- 
ducted a G.O.P. campaign for 
Governor from a separate head- 
quarters. He lost to Schricker by 
140,000 while Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey carried the state in the 
presidential balloting by 13,000. 

This year Jenner opposes 
Schricker for the Senate seat Jen- 
ner defends. Craig, former na- 
tional commander of the Ameri- 
can Legion, opposes Democratic 
Lt. Gov. John E. Watkins for

Objection by Counsel. 


CHICAGO, July 29 (AP)—One 
hundred fifteen members of the 
du Pont family were made de- 
fendants yesterday in a Govern- 
ment anti-trust suit aimed at 
breaking alleged du Pont control 
of other companies. 

United States District Judge 


Walter J. LaBuy entered an order 


adding the 115 to the original de- 
fendants listed in the civil suit 
filed June 30, 1949. The original 
defendants were Lammot du 
Pont, who died last week, and 
his brothers, Irenee and Pierre; 
General Motors Corp., U. S. Rub- 
ber Co., and three du Pont hold- 
ing companies. . 

Defense counsel opposed the ad- 
dition, contending such action 
might delay the trial set for Nov. 
18 and -work against the defend- 
ants of whom several are ad- 
vanced in age. Lammot du Pont 
was 71. Pierre is 83 and Irenee 

‘dis 76. 

Of the 115 persons named yes- 
terday, 59 are minors. Willis L. 
Hotchkiss, head of the anti-trust 
division in Chicago, said he would 
ask that guardians be named to 
represent the minors. 

The Government charges the 
du Pont family tightly controls, 
and wills to its heirs, stock in 
three holding companies: Dele- 
ware Realty Co., Wilmington 
Trust Co. and Christiana Securi- 
ties Co. 

These holding concerns, the 
Government alleges, control the 
E. I. du Pont de Nemours Co., 
which in turn controls General 
Motors. The suit also contends 
the same group controls a major 
block of stock in U. S. Rubber. 

Hotchkiss said he would seek a 
court order directing E. I. du 
Pont de Nemours Co. to sell its 
General Motors stock. He said 
he does not plan to ask the de- 
fendants to dispose of their US. 
Rubber stock which he said they 


own individually.

tors Acceptance Corp., to end 
“monopolistic operations” in auto- 
mobile financing. 

Judge. Walter J. LaBuy issued 


a decree, with the consent of the 
two firms, barring them from 
preventing other financing firms 
from handling loans on General 
Motors vehicles. 

The decree provides that other 
financing companies will receive 
equal rights to operate through 
General Motors dealers with the 
co-operation of General Motors 
Corp. Any services $he auto com- 
pany furnishes its wholly owned 
subsidiary, G.M.A.C., are to be 
afforded other financing com- 
panies, according to the decree. 


The decree brings to an end an 
anti-trust suit filed against the 
two corporations by the Govern- 
ment in 1939. 


The suit charged the two com- 
panies gained a monopoly in fi- 
nancing General Motors vehicles 
by not selling a purchaser an au- 
tomobile under a financed pro- 
gram unless the financing was 
handled by G.M.A.C. 

A similar decree was issued in 
1938 against the Ford Motor 
Corp. and the Universal Credit 
Corp.

Says Yugoslavia Will Be 
Able to Defend Itself if 
It Gets Needed Arms 
Aid, 


By ALEX A. SINGLETON 

ZAGREB, Yugoslavia, July 29 
(AP)—Premier Marsha] Tito said 
today Yugoslavia would “stick by 
its promises to fulfill its obliga- 
tions” and defend its soil against 
any attack from the east. 

He spoke to about 50 visiting 
American clergymen, educators, 
lawyers, and other tourists who 
questioned him for 90 minutes on 
Yugoslav politics, religion, wom- 


en’s- rights, economic problems 
and other matters. 

“If we get the arms we need,” 
he told the Americans, “we shall 
certainly be in a position to de- 
fend our country because we have 
the people to do it with, people 
who are determined to defend 
every step of their native soil, 
people who have become accus- 
tomed to living in freedom. ... 

‘Fulfill Obligations.’ 

“You may be sure that Yugo- 
slavia will stick by its promises 
and fulfill its obligataions. I am 


termination to resist aggression 
and their desire to make a con- 
tribution to the peace and secur- 
ity of the world.” 

Tito’s statement was the first 
in any detail by a top Yugoslav 
official since this country was as- 
sured by the United States three 
weeks ago that it could count on 
a big increase in American arms 
aid in the next year. 

Tito, wearing a powder-blue 
marshal’s uniform, answered ques- 
tions quickly and frankly. He 
made no secret of the broad dif- 
ferences between the Communist 
policies of this country and the 
democracy of the United States, 
saying: 

“You think your way is better. 
We think ours is. However, we 
must leave it to the future to de- 


which is better in practice yet— 
we have not yet had a chance to 
do so.” : 

He acknowledged that his gov- 
ernment has made mistakes and 
is making them today but added 
that “we are correcting them as 
we go along.” Then he declared: 

“I think there is hardly an hon- 
est person who could say that we 
have not done our best under the 


circumstances.” 


Information Request. 

Tito turned down a suggestion 
that he furnish members of the 
American group with information 
on how they could “best interpret 
your prospects, ideals, achieve- 
ments and spirit.” He said he 
would never ask such a group “to 
make propaganda for us” and sug- 
gested instead that they inspect 
for themselves conditions in the 


' 
' 
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country now and to compare them 
with past conditions. 

While Tito declined to be drawn 
into a discussion of political dif- 
ferences here and in the United 
States, he showed no reluctance 
in comparing Communism as prac- 
ticed in Yugoslavia with that of 
Russia: 

“We think that social develop- 
ment should come about in the 
most humane way possible, and 
there we differ from the Soviet 
Union by 180 degrees. The Soviet 
Union puts changes through by 
using harshness and force. There 
the people are not regarded as in- 
dividuals and separate human peo- 
ple having their own personalities 
and requirements.” 

Tito conceded that even in 
Yugoslavia, in the process of edu- 
eating the masses, “there must be 
a certain amount of what may be 
called coercion for want of a 
better word. 

“Revolution has never been an 
easy matter. Birth is painful, just 
as death is painful. What we want 
to do is to find the least painful 
way or the best way under the 
circumstances.” 

Denies Persecution. 

Tito repeated previous declara- 
tions that there is no persecution 
in Yugoslavia. He said, however, 
there have been some differences 
with the clergy, particularly with 
those representing the Roman 
Catholic church who, he said, 
were operating under directives 
from the Vatican and promoting 
the policies of the Italian govern- 
ment.

ATLANTA, Ga., July 29 (AP)— 
Southern Democrats who refused 
to promise to work to get Demo- 
cratic nominees on ballots in their 
states, said today there was still 


considerable “uncertainty” in the 
south about Gov. Adlai Stevenson 
of Illinois, the Democratic nom- 
inee. 

South Carolina, Virginia and 
Louisiana delegations declined to 
sign the party loyalty pledge at 
the Chicago convention last week. 

South Carolina Democrats will 
decide next month whether they 
will go along with the party in 
the November election. The Dem- 
ocratic state convention will be 
reconvened Aug. 6 at the urging 
of Gov. James F. Byrnes. 

Byrnes has declined to com- 
ment on the national convention’s 
presidential ticket. He said it 
still is his opinion that it is up to 
the convention to decide whether 
Sotuh Carolina Democrats should 
support the nominees. He said he 
would have voted against the 
platform if given the chance, 
South Carolina delegates were not 
seated until after the platform 
was adopted. 

Byrnes will make his views 
known in detail at the conven- 
tion.

Stabilization Director Roger Putnam describes 
the steel strike as “a thoroughly useless, ung 
necessary, terrible economic and defense crisis,” 
and he, lays the blame for it at the door of the 
big steel companies. Many Americans will ‘agree 
with his description, but will believe that there 
is plenty of blame to be shared by the other 
two parties to the dispute—the steelworkers’ 
union and the Government. 

Mr. Putnam is indignant beeause the industry 
originally fought the WSB wage proposals but 
has now accepted a settlement “substantially” 
in line with them. 

The WSB suggested a three-step wage in- 
crease of 12) cents an hour effective last 
Jan. 1, plus 24% cents July 1 and 2'2 cents next 
Jan. 1. The industry has now settled for an 
average increase of 16.5 cents as of last March 1. 

The WSB proposed fringe benefits worth 5.1 
cents an hour plus additional benefits worth 
3.5 cents an hour as of next Jan. 1. The indus- 
try has now settled for fringes worth about 5.1 
cents an hour. 

Thus Mr. Putnam is substantially right in say- 
ing that the wage settlement substantially fol- 
lows the WSB line. But if one is to denounce 
the industry for accepting what it originally 
opposed, one must also note that the Govern- 
ment first furiously opposed any price increase 
beyond $2.80, but has now settled for $5.65, 
and that the union first demanded a complete 
union shop, but has now settled for a much 
modified form which provides escape clauses 
for old and new employes, for non-members 
and members. 

In other words, if all parties had started out 
with the positions they finally adopted, there 
would have been no strike. This can be said 
about any strike, and gets us nowhere. Yet the 
“terrible economic and defense crisis,” as Mr, 
Putnam describes it. was one which a nation 
midway in a gr€at rearmament program could 
ill afford to bear. 

That is why the nation needs a standby seiz- 
ure law. bearing with equal weight on hoth 
labor and management, for emergency use when 
collective bargaining fails.

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Senator MeMahon’s Dilemma 

Brien MeMahon’'s dilemma was tbat of many 
another man of good will in a world in which 
good will sometimes seems terribly rare. He 
was confronted by the awesome potentialities 
of atomic power. He wanted this power applied 
for the betterment of the human lot: yet he 
knew that it had been released only in war and 
that it had to be hoarded for perhaps a more 
terrible conflict. 

The Connecticut Senator did not, however, 
succumb to frustration or beat a retreat from 
the realities of life. As chairman of the Senate- 
House Atomic Energy Committee, he strongly 
supported the creation of an American stock- 
pile of atomic bombs. His hope was that the 
possession of this weapon might deter aggres- 
sion; if not, it would be available against the 
aggressor. 

Senator McMahon did not confuse causes and 
results. He knew that the roots of war were not 
in- atomic power, but in the minds of men, 
Men could use it for good or ill. That is why 
he proposed to the United States, to Russia and 
all other nations that they reduce their expendi- 
tures on arms and use the money so saved in “‘a 
great, world-wide attack on poverty and disease.” 

This humane challenge still stands unac- 
cepted. Maybe it never will be accepted. What 
you think depends on your view of the per- 
fectibility of men and of nations. Maybe ambi- 
tion and avarice. self-righteousness and hate 
run so strongly against what is noble and com- 
passionate that the ideal of peace on earth will 
always be on the far side of the farthest hill.

If a poll could be taken of the television 
audience, we feel sure it would be unanimous 
on one thing—that something must be done 
about the time-consuming polls of delegations.

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Kzekiel’s Wheel in Washington 


It does not surprise us in the least that 
“sightings” of flying saucers have now reached 
a rate exceeding anything since 1947.

cent of tax 


expressways. 

And somewhat more than a fifth will be spent 
to maintain and improve farm-market roads, to 
help get rural’ Missouri ‘out of the mud.” 

Little of this could have been accomplished, 
in view of the wartime deterioration of state 
roads, if the Legislature had not increased both 
the gas tax and truck fees. More than a third 
of the necessary revenue would have been lost, 
and considerable federal matching funds too. 

So the extra penny collected from motorists 
from now on is a self-starter on a road plan to 
help motorists. Missouri still has the lowest gas 
tax In the country, and can expect good roads. 
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Engineer Corps Figures Debunked 

The next Congress had better take a long 
look at the report published by its predecessor's 
House Appropriations Committee on the way 
the Army’s Corps of Engineers has been trying 
to flimflam the taxpayers about its Missouri 
river navigation project. 

To justify this work which has already cost 
$197,786,000 plus $67,149,000 for maintenance, 
and which is expected to cost yet another 
$101,000,000. the Corps has arbitrarily increased 
the benefits estimated by its own staff by 10 
per cent and then by 25 per cent. 

Such figures are utterly unjustified by actual 
experience. The tonnage moved on the com- 
pleted portion of the project below Kansas City 
in the’ period 1935-1950 was 9.812.837. But of 
this only 12.1 per cent was commercial freight 
hauled by the Federal Barge Lines while other 
commercial freight accounted for but 2.1 per 
cent. Equipment and materials used by the En- 
gineers accounted for 44.7 per cent; sand, 
gravel, clay and stone accounted for another 
41.1 per cent. 

Surely these figures go a long way toward 
demonstrating the congressional contention that 
normal freight does not justify the channel, 
and that any freight moved on it will be heavily 
subsidized. This conclusion is made all the more 
discouraging by the finding that the work has 
made no material contributions to flood control. 

Could there be a more severe criticism of 
the Army Engineers’ approach to river man- 
agement? Could there be a better argument 
for an all-over approach? Should not such major 
necessities as flood control and irrigation as 
well as the perhaps secondary benefits of power 
production and navigation be made integral 
parts of a broad project, the cost of which 
really could be justified?

New Assault on a Gerrymander 

The Election Board’s brazen gerrymander of 
the city’s senatorial districts may stand supreme 
for 1952, but the battle to fell the monster is 
far from finished. A new assault has been 
launched in the courts, and properly so. for it 
generates fresh hope for the future. 

Paul W. Preisler, former city chairman of 
the Socialist party, has asked the Circuit Court 
to declare the gerrymander unconstitutional on 
the basis that the districts it establishes are 
neither compact nor as nearly equal in popula- 
tion as may be. Certainly he is on sound 
ground. For the districts are as misshapen as 
a jig-saw puzzle and manifestly unequal in 
population. ‘ 

Three previous attempts to destroy the ger- 
rymander have failed. The result is that the 
Callanan faction of the Democratic party has 
gained an advantage in its attempt to extend its 
power to Jefferson City. But the people have 
lost. They will be unfairly represented in the 
State Senate’ for perhaps 10 years unless the 
Preisler suit is successful. 

Mr. Preisler is an old hand in fights of this 
kind. Only last year, for ‘example, the Missouri 


‘ Supreme Court upheld his contention that mi- 


nority parties had the right to assign their own 
watchers to the polls, a distinct gain for demo- 
cratic nment. His current effort is equally 
important. The gerrymander must be toppled 


and the sooner the better.

URING THE LONG tumultuous session on Thursday night there 
were moments when it seemed as if the Democratic convention 
was out of control, when it was no longer quite so certain as 


it had, been on Wednesday that there was a preponderant majority 
in control ‘of the party. Yet now that the fighting is over, it is a 
fair conclusion, I think, that the struggle was so long and so dramatic 
because the majority chose to exert only as much of its power 
as was necessary—necessary to quell the rebellion of the extremist 
faction and to prevent an irreparable break in the party. 


The preponderant majority al- 
ways had reserves of strength 
which it could call ‘upon when 
the issue of party unity had to be 
met. But al- ' 
Ways the ma- 
jority waited aj 
long time, and 
exerted its pow- 
ers as sparing- 
ly and as unob- 
trusively as pos- 
sible. There was 
all the power 
there needed 
for a steam- 
roller but that 
power was 
never used in a 7 
way which made this too palpable. 
In the end, the majority always 
had its way—but not by a knock- 
out and a victary which would 
have created more problems than 
it solved. 


Gov. Stevenson’s Draft. 


It was an example of what in 
foreign affairs could be described 
as power directed by diplomacy 
or as diplomacy operating from a 
situation of strength.

BOSTON, July 29—lIf there had 
been a motorcycle escort with a

A four-game sweep at Ebbets 
Field, an outstanding accomplish- 
ment completed under ninth-in- 
ning tension that was enough to 
give even the steel-nerved a case 
of the heeby-jeebies, brought 
to Eddie Stanky a gleam the little 


man hasn't known since he was 
an expectant father. 

“Yeh, they’re glad to get rid of 
us, all right,” the Cardinals’ man- 
ager said just after Gerry Staley 
had weathered four Redbird er- 
rors to score last night’s 3-2 vic- 
tory, the club’s twenty-first by 
one run this season. . 

Better Than Series Game. 

“I’ve been on three pennant 
winners, but no regular season 
series — absolutely none — ever 
gave me the satisfaction this one 
did,” Stanky emphasized. . 

The difference, of course, is 
that Eddie no longer is the Brat, 
a playing-field irritant to the op- 
position, but a manager whose 
fortune rises and falls on the 
achievements of the men under 
him, and Stanky was quick to 
praise the Cardinals’ performance 
in their first four-game blitz over 
the Bums since mid-May, 1947, in 
St. Louis. 

The ‘new Stanky, distinguished 
by his self-control as well as his 
able direction, has had a large 
hand, however, in the Redbirds’ 
rapid climb since Memorial day.

AEM SAYS MGRANERY 
SEEKS “WHITEWASH 


Asserts Attorney General 
Wants to Cover Up Kansas 
City Ballot Theft. 


Attorney General James P. 
McGranery ‘“‘apparently aesires to 
further whitewash the ‘notorious 
theft of the 1946 Kansas City vote 
fraud ballots,” United States Sen- 
ator James P. Kem (Rep.) of Mis- 
souri charged in an address here 
last night. 


Kem, campaigning for re-elec- 
tion, denounced, McGranery’s ac- 
tion concerning the Kansas City 
case at a Twelfth Ward Republi- 
can rally at South Grand boule- 
vard and Loughborough avenue. 


McGranery was criticized by 
Kem for his refusal to turn over 
to a Congressional. sub-committee 
the files of the Justice Depart- 
ment’s injuiry into the vote fraud 
case. McGranery termed the 
fraud charges “wholly without 
foundation in fact and inspired 
solely by political considerations.”

WMD SUTON BLANED 
FR FAL ROM PLE 


Scott Base Experts Doubt 
Pressure-in Cabin Caused 
Woman’s Death. 


The airline accident in which | 
Mrs, Marie Elizabeth Westbrook | 
was killed Sunday when she fell | 
12,000 feet apparently was caused 
by wind suction outside the plane 
and not by pressure inside the 
cabin, aviation authorities at Scott 
Rir Force. Base told the Post- 


Dispatch today. 

Pressure inside an airplane 
cabin is rarely great enough to 
force a person out the door, it 
was said. However, when an open- 
ing appears in the skin of an air- 
plane, a great deal of suction is 
caused and objects may be 
dragged out. 

The accident Sunaay was simi- 
lar to two other accidents on Feb. 
11, 1950, in which two stewards 
were sucked out of airplanes 
when the doors opened. One was 
killed and the other managed to 
cling to the door handrail until 
the plane landed. 

Mrs. Westbrook, of Los Angeles, 
Calif., was torn from her seat in 
a Pan American Airlines Strato- 
cruiser and fell 12,000 feet to the 
Atlantic ocean when a door of 
the plane opened. The plane was 
bound from Rio de Janeiro to 
Montevideo, Uruguay. 


Captain and Flight Easineer of 
Plane Are Suspended. 


MIAMI, Fla., July 29 (AP)—~— 
Pan American Airways yesterday 


reported thé suspension of the 
captain and flight engineer of a 
plane from which an American 
woman passenger was lost Sunday 
when a door flew open. 

The accident, fatal to Mrs. Ma- 
rie Westbrook, occurred as the 
plane flew from Rio de Janeiro 
toward Montevideo, Uruguay. 
The captain was George L. Fly 
and the flight engineer was Jack 
D. Knight. 

“In an investigation of the acci- 
dent the company is endeavoring 
to determine if there was a fail- 
ure to follow prescribed proced- 
ures to make certain the door 
was propery secured,” Pan Amer- 
ican said. 

Fly in a statement to police 
said the steward reported about 
10 minutes after the plane left 
Rio that noise could be heard at 
the door of the plane. 

The pilot said he sent Knight 
to inspect the door. The engineer 
returned and reported air had 
been escaping from the pressur- 
ized cabin but he tigktened the 
door and it seemed ali! right. 

Two minutes later the door 
flew open and Mrs. Westbrook 
was: sucked out by air rushing 
from the plane.

Missouri-Souris Water Diversion | 
Scheme Is on Way to Extinction} 


Federal Agencies Are Working on Two 
Other River Basin Projects 
to Replace Plan. 


By RICHARD G. BAUMHOFF :

The half-billion-dollar Missouri- 
Souris water diversion scheme in 
Montana and North Dakota, one 
of the outstanding features of the 
old Pick-Sloan plan for the Mis- 
souri river valley, is on the way 
to extinction. 

To replace it, federal agencies 


-are working on two other proj- 


ects — diversion from the Mis- 
souri river below Fort Peck Dam 
to irrigate 100,000 acres in north- 
eastern Montana, and diversion 
from Garrison Dam to irrigate 
900,000 acres, largely in northern 
and eastern North Dakota and 
partly in eastern South Dakota. 


These blocks would constitute 
a fifth of all new irrigation plan- 
ned for the Missouri basin. They 
would cover,an area 25 times as 
big as the City of St. Louis. The 
Souris diversion would have in- 
volved extensive works across 
several hundred miles of country 
to the Minnesota and Canadian 
borders. 


‘Review Board Rejects It. 

A review board of three out- 
side specialists has gone over 
the original Souris plan and 
turned thumbs down on it. They 
upheld the Bureau of Reclamation 
in the finding that the character 
of the soil in an area of 500,000 
acres in northern North Dakota 
would not lend itself to successful 
irrigation. . They rejected the ar- 
guments of W. G. Sloan, father 
of the Souris diversion scheme, 
that .it is feasible as planned by 
him. : 

Sloan, co-author of Pick-Sloan 
and retired federal official in the 
Missouri basin, had been retained 
by northern North Dakota inter- 
ests in an effort to upset the 
bureau’s opposition. The review 
board was set up jointly by the 
state and the Reclamation Bureau. 

A meeting will be held Bis- 
marck, North Dakota’s capital, 
Aug. 4 for formal reception of 
the review report, and a decision 
what to do next. Indications have 
been that the decision would be 
to forget the Souris diversion and 
go along with the new federal 
plans. 

Participants will be the Mis- 
souri-Souris Projects Association, 
which retained Sloan; the North 
Dakota Water Conservation Com- 
mission, North Dakota Reclama- 
tion Association, Reclamation Bu- 
reau and Army’s Corps of Engi- 
neers, which is building the huge 
Garrison Dam on the Missouri 
river, north .of Bismarck. 

The review report, by J. L. 
Burkholder of San Diego, Calif.: 
Sidney T. Harding of Berkeley, 
Calif., and H. E. Selby of Wash- 
ington, D.C., recognized the great 
benefit that would have been de- 
rived in the region from succes- 
ful irrigation on the rejected 
half-million acres. 

‘Highly Speculative.’ 

“However,” the report § con- 
cluded, “it is the unanimous and 
considered belief of the members 
of this board that the feasibility 
of the project is highly specula- 
tive and that under the condi- 
tions that prevail. widespread 
and sustained irrigation would 
eventually result in loss rather 


than benefit for most of the peo- 
ple in the’ area.” 

At another point the report 
said: “An attempt to change pres- 
ent dry farming to an irrigated 
agriculture would culminate in 
eventual losses to the land own- 
ers resulting from inability suc- 
cessfully to maintain an irrigated 
agriculture, from losses of ex- 
penditures made by the farmers 
to convert present dry lands to 
irrigation and from losses due to 
a reduction in the value of a 
large part of the lands as a con- 
sequence of alkali accumulations 
in the surface soils.” 

After the review report was is- 
sued, supporters of the Souris 
diversion, centered at Minot, N.D., 
drew from the Reclamation Bu- 
reau a statement that it would 
cost $70,000,000 more to divert 
water from the Fort Peck Dam 
vicinity to irrigate areas now un- 
der consideration in North Dakota 
than to divert it from Garrison 
Dam. 

Studies by the bureau are still 
under way, and will not be ready 
for report until autumn, but the 
Post-Dispatch was told by an au- 
thoritative source that the bureau 
feels so sure that the diversion 
from Garrison will be better that 
it has directed its investigation 
with that end in view, 

Search Moves East, South. 

Having abandoned the idea of 
irrigating the 500,000-acre block 
northwest- of Minot, the bureau 
has been moving east and south 
in its search for acceptable land. 

Bureau officials told the Post- 


Dispatch the biggest remaining 


block would be 400,000 to 500,000 
acres northeast of Minot, along 
the eastern part of the Souris 
river loop. This is the site of the 
glacial Lake Sopris about 14,000 
years ago. The Souris is a Cana- 
dian stream looping through 
North Dakota. The remainder of 
the 900,000 acres would be far- 
ther east and south. : 

Meanwhile, the Reclamation 
Bureau recently received a $2,- 
000,000 appropriation to start con- 
struction on a diversion dam in 
the Missouri river a few miles 
downstream from Fort Peck Dam. 
This was part of the original 
Souris diversion plan. Now, un- 
less there is some unexpected up- 
set, this Montana diversion will 
serve only for irrigating 100,000 
acres in the northeastern corner 
of Montana. That, incidentally, 
would avert a threatened fight 
over violation of a Montana law 
against exportation of its water. 

ids to Be Sought. 

Bids will be sought in Septem- 
ber for the first work on this 
diversion dam, and the bureau 
hopes to have the dam and ac- 
companying 18,000-kilowatt power 
plant under: contract late next 
winter. Bruce Johnson, district 
manager of the bureau at Bis- 
marck, reported to the Missouri 
Basin Interagency Committee re- 
cently that this dam would be so 
located and designed that it could 
serve for diversion into North 
Dakota, too, in event of a change 
in plans. 

Many of the owners of the ir- 
rigable land that would be served 
in Montana are Indians. Johnson 
reported that a majority of both 
the Indian and white land own- 
ers there had joined in a petition 
for the irrigation development.

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Who chooses the candidates you vote for on Election 


Day? A hidden government of the most powerful men 


in America—men whdse names you've probably never 


heard—is revealed in this series of candid closeups, 


condensed from the article by Howard Whitman, 
in the August COMPANION—on sale now. 


HE most powerful men in America are men you’ye 

probably never heard of by name. They are virtually un- 

known outside their own domains. Within their domains 
they are potentates. They are our hidden government of six 
thousand—the Democratic and Republican county chairmen 
in the approximately three thousand counties of the United 
States. They control the wards and precincts, and it is in 
the wards and precincts that America is ruled. More than 
we know, the six thousand county chairmen have a hand in 
our lives—and over our heads. 

In their hands are the city precincts and wards, or rural 
towns and townships in which we live. They are to a formi- 
dable extent the arbiters of who shall be our mayors, who 
shall educate our children, judge our cases in the courts, 
run our police departments, look out for public health and 
safety—and who shall go to the Statehouse and to Washing- 
ton to make our laws. 

Familiar as we are with the shenanigans of what we 
brush aside as “politics,” it is still somewhat shocking to see 
the hidden government firsthand. I'll admit to shock when 
in the office of a county chairman in Ohio I heard him say 
over the telephone, “We'll bring the candidates in, look 
them over and get rid of them. Then we can fix up a slate.” 

Something inside me turned, too, when I heard a ward 
leader in Philadelphia say, “Let's make it Charlie for the 
legislature. After all, he can read and write.” | 

That's the way the business is done. But it is not the way 


business has to be done. The miracle of freedom is that it 


contains the cures for its own ills. And the miracle of the 


American system is that we can dissipate the hidden govern- 


ment as fresh wind dissipates a haze. We can tackle the job 


right now in this election year. There could be no better time. 


How does the hidden government get that way? 

Theoretically our tWo-party system works primly and 
properly. The Democrats and the Republicans choose pre- 
cinct committeemen in a primary election, or by caucus or 
convention. These committeemen get together and form the 
county committee, which — again theoretically — elects its 
county chairman. 

But what really happens? Judge James M. Douglas of 

St. Louis, an old hand ‘at politics ‘and the first man to 

singe the whiskers of Boss Pendergast, said of the elec- 

tion of committeemen, ‘‘It is called an election but 
actually the party designates the people it wants and 
usually there is no opposition.” 

There is nothing illegal in this. It may do violence to the 
spirit of our laws but it abides by the letter of them. Yet it 
is the essence of our hidden government. Until we see its 
workings how can we possibly combat it? 

But the hidden government doesn’t want us to see its 
workings. It literally hides. William E. Buder, president of 
the St. Louis Bar Association and a former election com- 
missioner, said to me, “One evening I went looking for a 
ward meeting. It was scheduled for that date, but where? 
Finally I found it — hidden behind a saloon. It’s an open 
secret,” Buder continued, “that ward committeemen don't 
want strangers turning up at their meetings. That’s why they 
hide. The fewer present the better. Only the party hacks are 
welcome. Then they can run the show as they wish.” 


Perhaps you've noticed this yourself. Party workeys may 
have been badgering you for years to enroll in a party or to 
get out and vote, but how many times have you been asked 
to a ward or precinct meeting? 

How are the County chairmen going to do their hand- 
picking if sincere unfettered citizens show up at meetings? 

Like certain malignant bacteria, hidden government 


thrives in the dark. And so the county chairmen woo dark- 


ness. “They seem to try almost purposely to make the system 


confused,” said Mrs. Wilson Wing, president of the Balti- 


more League of Women Voters. “Sometimes it’s hard even 


to find out who a ward executive is. You dig and dig, and 


finally you come to a name you've never heard of. Who is 
he? How did he get there?” 


The Baltimore City-County Democratic Club called a 
meeting in 1950 to smoke out some of these local potentates. 
All the city’s ward leaders,and the county’s district leaders 
were invited to come. The citizens wanted to look them 
over. “None from the city showed up, and only three from 
Baltimore County,” Mrs. Wing recalled. “When we asked 
them if they knew the state law called for the election of 
ward executives, they blanched—they didn’t even know they 
were supposed to be elected.” 

To keep party politics a closed corporation, many a 
county chairman has flagrantly throttled the primaries. 
“Keep down the vote” has been the maxim of the hidden 
government, because a small vote in the primaries means 
the hacks and flunkies carry the day. 

Former Governor Lloyd Stark of Missouri had a saying: 
“It’s in the primary that the horse is stolen.” Then, come 
election. day, the county chairman can piously call out the 
vote, urging every good American to exercise his franchise. 
What he means is, “I’ve put my man on the ballot, folks. 
Now you elect him.” 

If the hidden government were composed entirely of 
cigar-champing villains whgse pockets bulged with bribe 
money, the good citizenry would take action sooner or 
later. But meet some’ of the six thousand, as I did. Sit down 
and talk with them, lunch with them, visit their homes, 
Few are villians. Most are decent people. And some are 
charming, well educated, of high standing in the commu- 
nity. One forgets for a moment that their usurpation of 
power that belongs to the people threatens the very founda- 
tion of our liberties. 

What enables these decent people to become the sym- 
bols of a pernicious distortion of free government? Who is 
responsible for the hiddén government? . 

Edmund Burke put it this way: “‘The only thing neces- 

sary for the triumph of evil is that good men do nothing.” 

We have seen the growth in our generation—and par- 
ticularly among our good men and women—of “independ- 
ents,” intelligent educated honest people who have prided 
themselves on being independent voters. They have stood 
aloof from party politics, even looked down their noses at 
it. Many of then consider only independent reform move- 
ments wholesome. Party politics isn’t quite nice. 

Unfortunately, such thinking is the bread and wine of 
the hidden government. The backstage powers are delighted 
to see the indignation, the righteousness, the idealism of 


our communities drained off into independent movements 
which raise a lot of fuss and feathers—while the party regu- 
lars win the elections. With the candidates already picked 
in the controlled primaries, the party heads are quite happy 
to see the independents march righteously to the polls on 
election day and Pick Tweedledum or Tweedledee. 

The only independent spirit hidden government fears 
1s the independent spirit inside the party—inside where it can 
grasp the controls, not outside where it can merely watch 
the bandwagon roll. We've got to take a new view of politics. 
As Bar Association President Buder of St. Louis remarked, 
“there’s nothing wrong with the term ‘politician’ except that 
everybody isn’t one.” 

Judge Douglas put it this way: “You don’t go to the 
powers that be and say, ‘I’m going to reform you.’ You say, 
‘I'm going to join you!’ Participation is the kind of reform 
we need most. 

This is an élection year. There will never be a better 


opportunity for you, as one American; to exercise your 


franchise. I do not mean your right to vote on election day. 


I mean your complete franchise: The right to a voice in 


who gets on those ballots—and how they get there. I mean 


your constitutional right to draw aside the curtains of the 


hidden government. 


You won't do it all in a day, or a year. But you can get 
a flying start. In some states, there are primaries still to be 


held in August and September, and there’s an election day 
coming up in every state. 

All you have to do is find out who your precinct (or 
ward or district) committeeman is—in the party of your 
choice. Go to him and tell him you want to work on primary 
day—or election day. 

You'll get a job.as election challenger or poll watcher 
or perhaps handing out sample ballots — or just making 
telephone calls. But you'll be inside. Before you know it 
you may be a precinct captain or committeeman, perhaps 
even a member of the ward or county committee. It isn’t 
difficult. There are some hundred and twenty-five thousand 
precincts in the United States and they need an army of a 
million party workers to man them. There’are always jobs 
to be done. 

Sometimes all you have to do is show up at a precinct 
meeting to be elected committeeman or delegate — just 
because there.aren’t enough on hand to fill the jobs. 


The women of Columbia, South Carolina, actually did 
this. Before the 1950 Democratic primaries (tantamount 
to elections in the South), the Columbia League of 
Women Voters urged its members to find out where the 
precinct meetings were being held and simply to put in 
an appearance. Seventeen of them found themselves elect- 
ed delegates to the Richland County convention! 

When this happens the hidden government can’t stay 
hidden very long.

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The Life and Times of Little Eva 


From Barefoot Girl of the Pampas, 


Blonde Evita Peron Rose to Wealth and: 


Power as Wife of 


By Peter Wyden 


HEY called her “Little Eva’ 
T and she is dead. Too bad. It 

would have been fascinating 
to watch her ‘career a_ while 
longer. 

For a barefoot girl from ‘the 
Argentine pampas, honey-blonde 
Maria Eva Duarte de Peron had 
done all right. As a movie ac- 
tress she never graduated from 
bit parts, despite her shapely fig- 
ure, but she made up for that in 
real life. 

As La Presidenta, she was the 
spouse and working partner of 
Argentine President Juan: D. 
Peron whom she compared, favor- 
ably, to Alexander the Great, Na- 
poleon and Jesus Christ. She 
spent $40,000 a year on French 
gowns, promoted or purged min- 
isters, owned newspapers and fac- 
tories, got 10,000 letters a day and 
personally operated a fantastic 
$100,000,000 -a- year Government 
give-away program. 

But was she happy? Probably 
not. Abroad she was welcome in 
Franco Spain but not in Britain. 
At home the upper crust snubbed 
her and made her the butt of 
ribald jokes. The truth was that 
no matter how diligently she com- 
pared herself to Eleanor Roose- 
velt, Eva was never quite ac- 
cepted in polite society. It was 
the sort of thing that embitters 


climbers and Little Eva was per- 


haps the most spectacular lady 
climber the Americas ever raised. 

Mystery long veiled her begin- 
nings. Officially, nobody in Ar- 
gentina knew of her family or 
what she did before blossoming 
forth as Primera Dama and self- 
styled “Lady of Hope.” It just 
wasn’t wise to allude to the sub- 
ject in detail and it took years for 
the real story to seep out. 

Eva was born on May 7—the 
year being in doubt. She was be- 
lieved to be 33 at death but called 
herself 30. Home was a tumble- 
down affair in the provincial vil- 
lage of Los Toldos. Mama was a 
coachman’s daughter and Papa a 
small landowner. They had five 
children, all born out of wedlock, 
and when Eva’s father died the 
funeral was from his legal home 
and she and the other Duarte chil- 
dren were ordered to stand in the 
rear of the room. 

Lured by the _ sweet-talk of 
movie magazines, she left home 
after two years of high school and 
made for Buenos Aires to go on 
the stage. She was 16 then and 
her acting talents were limited. 
She made friends, however, and 
soon dabbled in movies, all of 
which since have’ been carefully 
withdrawn from circulation. 

In 1943 she was a $35-a-month 
actress on Radio Belgrano, a 
large broadcasting station in the 
Argentine capital, when she got 
the big break all girls in Los Tol- 
dos dreamed about. She crashed 
the clique of army colonels that 
ruled the country. Overnight, her 
pay was upped to $7500 a month 
and she began playing the title 
roles in radio dramas about such 
other successful girls as Lady 
Hamilton and Catherine’ the 
Great. 

* * * 


N the fall of the same vear 

there was a fancy studio party 

at Radio Belgrano. Among the 
dignitaries present was Colonel 
Peron, then Undersecretary of 
War and’an eligible widower. The 
night was warm and it looked like 
love at first sight. Soon there- 
after Eva arrived at work in a 
War Ministry car and moved into 
a plush apartment house where 
she occupied suite A. Her Juan- 
cito, as she called him, was the 
tenant in suite B. 

Eva had picked a winner — a 
remarkable sign of astuteness, 
eonsidering the now-vou-see-him- 
now-you-don't aspects of Latin 
American politics. Peron became 
labor secretary and began culti- 
vating the love of his descami- 
sados, the shirtless ones. Eva 
organized a radio workers’ union 
and took to calling her colleagues 
“my children.” 

In October 1945, her Juancito 
was forced out of the Govern- 
ment. Immediately, Eva’s radio 
boss fired her, but when another 
coup put Peron back in the ring 
she demanded her old job and 
back pay. She got both, and a 
few days later Eva and Juan were 
secretly married in a civil cere- 
mony. She was 26 and he was 
50. The bride pitched right in 
with her husband's _ presidential 
campaign (an_ unprecedented 
maneuver for a Woman in South 
America) and in July 1946 he was 
elected. 

Among the first to feel the

punch behind the new First 
Lady’s dainty, bejewelled fist was 
Libertad Lamarque, a popular 
actress who starred in some 
movies featuring Eva as a briefly 
glimpsed also-ran. Evita arranged 
that producers hiring Libertad 
would get no raw film. Libertad 
soon left fer Mexico and contin- 
ued to make pictures which were 
banned in Argentina. , 


Eva herself changed. Five feet 
two inches tall, she had been 
pretty if not beautiful. Now her 


face, its whiteness accentuated by 
special lotion and extra-dark lip- 
stick, hardened and thinned. She 
owned a large set of photographs 
showing herself with all the dif- 
ferent hairdos she had tried over 
the years, but more and more 
the fluffy curls that once perched 
glamcrously atop her oval-shaped 
head were straightened and drawn 
severely from the face and se- 
cured in a tight coil in the neck. 

She imported costly continen- 
tal perfumes by the gallon and 
acquired more jewels, Argentine 
society whispered than any wom- 
an since Cleopatra. One orchid- 
shaped trinket, measuring 5x7 
inches and made of diamonds, was 
worth perhaps $250,000. Her 
wardrobe filled three rooms lined 
with shelves and closets. One 
large wall provided just enough 
display space for her hats. The 
better gowns, made by Christian 
Dior and other Parisian creators, 
provided space for a row of med- 
als. Wherever her frantic poli- 
ticking took her there were fre- 
quent changes of costume between 
acts. 

“Not long ago I dressed like 
you,” she explained when ad- 
dressing her “dear, dear shirtless 
ones” in skin-tight dresses. ‘‘Now, 
thanks to our program, I have 
these clothes. Soon, if you help, 
you'll all have exactly the same.” 

* * * 

TOUCHING mutual admira- 
A tion society flowered between 

Eva and Juan. Last year she 
ordered 10 statues of the Presi- 
dent. each 1842 feet high, sculp- 
tured in Italy. Juancito confided 
to friends that Evita was worth 
five ministers to him. Frequently, 
when one spoke in public of the 
other, they broke into tears, 
though Eva could make her voice 
rasp or drop to a haunting low 
pitch as occasion required. 

Some years ago she whispered 
“Viva Peron!” as she was being 
wheeled into an operating room 
for an appendicitis operation, ex- 
plaining that these might be her 
last words. But the Government 
asked all railroad workers to stop 
trains for 10 minutes as a good- 
luck gesture and everything went 
well, 

Nobody could accuse thé act of 
Peron & Peron of being unemo- 
tional. “Eva and Juan—a Blessed 
Couple,” proclaimed posters at la- 
bor rallies preparatory to demands 
for wage raises Eva would have 
to approve. “Little Madonna,” 
was one Government-inspired la- 
bel hung on the First Lady. 
“First Samaritan” and “Refuge of 
the Humble” were others and 
sometimes she was simply called 
“Blessed One.” 

Eva’s real influence on affairs 
of state was considerable. She 
ran the Peronista women’s party 
and was credited with getting Ar- 
gentina’s senioritas the right to 
vote. A foreign minister and a 
Spanish ambassador lost their 
jobs because Eva did not care 
for them. She schemed success- 
fully to kill off the famed oppo- 
sition newspaper La Presna be- 
cause it would not mention her 
in its society columns. Her in- 
laws rose to high places, a brother 
becoming Peron’s confidential sec- 
retary, another relative a Supreme 
Court Justice. 

“Without fanaticism one can- 
not accontplish anything,” she 
said and put this formula to work 
in running the Eva Peron Social 
Aid Foundation. Charity in pre- 
Peron Argentina was administered 
by an organization of top-drawer 
society women, always headed by 
the President’s wife. But the 
ladies could not bring themselves 
to offer the post to “that woman” 
and so Eva disbanded their outfit 
and rolled her own, 

Soon it became Argentina’s 
largest enterprise. Money rolled 
in from Congressional subsidies, 
taxes on -gambling and union as- 
sessments, the first two weeks of 
every pay raise being earmarked 
for Eva’s good works. Business 
chipped in nicely, especially after 
two concerns that were slow on 
the purse found their factories 
closed by Government inspectors 
noting sudden deficiencies in

sanitary standards. School chil- 
dren gave their pennies. 

Eva's foundation was popular 
even though potential benefici- 
aries had to see her personally 
and once, during a rush in her 
direction at a give-away session 
in Tucuman, seven people were 
trampled to death. Assisted by 
four to six secretaries who herded 
the customers along, handed her 
pencils and issued the necessary 
tickets, Eva ladled out clothing, 
food, houses, appointments with 
bigwigs, orders for expensive op- 
erations. Anybody who claimed 
poor health usually got a ticket 
for streptomycin whether he 
needed it or not. 


“Three grams!” snapped Little 
Eva and the patient was whisked 
off. 


The foundation ran expensively 
furnished and carpeted homes for 
children and working mothers. 
Emphasis was on turnover: a 
quick vacation and then the needy 
were returned to their slums. 
Last year Eva opened a chain of 
cut-rate ‘Government _ groceries 
where otherwise scarce items 
were in ample supply. The open- 
ing-day special was a bargain in 
Scotch-type whisky. 

Naturally, there was 
counting of the 
funds. 

“Keeping books on charity is 
capitalistic nonsense,” said the 
Lady of Hope. “I just use the 
money for the poor. I can’t stop 
to count it.”

This was South’s solution to 
the heart opening: The heart ace 
wins, a trump is led to the closed 
hand, and the spade six is played. 
West cannot put up his ace—if 
he does, it’s the same as though 
he led that card originally. 
West plays the ten, and the queen 
holds. Now South cashes the high 
clubs, discarding his spade king, 
and ruffs away dummy’s last club. 
South returns to the board with 
a trump and ruffs a spade, then 
goes over to the heart ace and 
plays dummy’s last spade, dis- 
carding a heart and giving the 
trick to West. Since the South 
and North hands have been 
stripped of black cards, and since 
West must now lead a black card, 
declarer gets rid of his own last 
heart while ruffing West’s return 
in dummy. 

Very neat—if a little on the 
double-dummy side!

The Boyhood Days of Gov. Adlai Stevenson 


He Killed 15-Year-Old Cousin With Rifle in Tragic Accident, Never Talked About It; Details on His Schooling 


By Noel Busch

NE dramatie event in the life 
0 of Adlai Stevenson was an 

accident on tha evening of 
Dec. 30, 1912, which resulted in 
the death of his 15-year-old- 
cousin-by-marriage named Ruth 
Mary Merwin. 

The accident was tragic for all 
concerned. To understand why it 
was especially so for Stevenson 
it is necessary to know something 
about the circumstances, 

When Adlai Stevenson was 
born, his sister Elizabeth, called 
Buffie in the family, had already 
been on the scene for over two 
years. According to the psycholo- 
gists, second children often con- 
sider themselves to be family 
interlopers, obliged to justify 
their presence by especially good 
behavior. 

In the case of Adlai, there were 
no subsequent arrivals to dimin- 
ish this illusion. Being a serious 
and sensitive child, he endeared 
himself to everyone by excellent 
deportment. When, on rare occa- 
sions, his conduct left something 
to be desired, he was more upset 
by it than anyone. 

Adlai’s grandfather W. O. Davis 
gave him aé red-handled jack 
knife. A few days later, Adlai 
mislaid it. His grandfather found 
it. Thinking to teach his grand- 
son a gentle lesson in prudence, 
he asked him at lunch whether 
he liked his new knife. 

“I’ve lost it,” said Adlai, and 
broke into tears of remorse before 
his grandfather could fish the 
knife out of his pocket. 

On another occasion, Stevenson, 
like countless small boys before 
him, yanked a table, cloth, caus- 
ing some china to fall and break. 
In this instance, his self-reproach 
was even more acute than it had 
been in that of the knife. He re- 
treated to a dog-kennel where his 
worried parents discovered him 
several hours later, sleeping on 
the straw. — 


There is, of course, nothing 
much for a Parson Weems in in- 
cidents like this. Oldest children, 
only children and children in 
large families all have certain be- 
havior traits in common. Second 
children in families of two are no 
exceptions in this respect. How- 
ever, that young Stevenson had a 
well-developed, not to say pre- 
cocious, conscience, bears on the 
later incidert in question.

HAT happened on that 
Christmas holiday evening 
was that his sister Buffie, 


‘who felt as protective about Ad- 


lai as he felt admiring of hew 
had been given permission by her 
parents to have a few of her 
friends for supper. It was to be 
a teen-age party. Mr. and Mrs. 
Stevenson went out to call on 
friends. Adlai Stevenson had his 
supper early but was allowed to 
join his elders later. 

One of the boys present was a 
student at a military academy. 
After dinner, it was suggested 
that he entertain the others by 
going through the manual of 
arms. Adlai was sent to get a .22 
rifle. The miliary academy stu- 
dent examined the gun carefully, 
to make sure that there were no 
bullets in the barrel or the maga- 
zine. Then he executed the man- 
ual of arms, to the applause of 
everyone. Adlai was given the 
gun to hold. He tried to copy the 
motions if his sister’s friend. It 
was at this moment that the gun 
went off. 

Later investigation showed that 
one shell in the gun—perhaps be- 
cause of a rusty spring in the 
ejecting mechanism — had failed 
to emerge in the pre-drill inspec- 
tion. During the manual of arms 
the gun had been shaken and 
the stock thymped on in the floor. 
This had loosened the spring 
and released the bullet. Thus, by 
the time Adlai got the gun in 
his ‘hands, through no fault what- 
soever on his part, it had become 
a lethal weapon. 

The bullet entered Ruth Mer- 
win’s forehead. She fell dead, on 
the carpet in the hall. The elder 
Stevensons returried a few min- 
uttes later. 

“What boy did this?” Lewis 
Stevenson asked. 

“IT did,” said Adlai. Then he 
went up to his room and lay 
down on the bed. 

At an inquest the next day, 
he was cleared of all blame for 
the accident. The account of the 
inquest published in the Panta- 
graph mentioned that ‘Adlai Ste- 
venson, prostrated with grief, 
was unable to be present.” 

What affect the accident in 
1912 had upon Adlai Stevenson’s 
character is a matter of surmise. 
But between the time it happened 
and the winter. of 1952, no one 
spoke of it to him, and he men- 
tioned it to no one. This was

established by William Glasgow, 
a Time correspondent who pre- 
pared the research for a cover 
story—in which the accident was 
not mentioned. In Bloomington, 
Glasgow heard rumors that the 
Governor had once been involved 
in some sort of mysterious mis- 
hap, He expected to get details 
from the Governor's close friends 
in Chicago. None of them had 
ever heard of the affair. He made 
further inquiries in Bloomington 
and finally read the account of 
the accident in the Pentagraph. 
Glasgow felt hesitant about ques- 
tioning the Governor on the sub- 
ject but finally told him what he 


had heard and said that he need- 


ed to know all the facts. 

“Stevenson,” Glasgow said re- 
cently, “looked away for a mo- 
ment and then said: ‘You know 
you are the first person who has 
talked to me about that since it 
happened—and this is the first 
time I have spoken of it to any- 
one.’ I asked the Governor wheth- 
er he minded telling me the story. 
‘No,’ said Stevenson, ‘I'll tell you 
everything I can remember about 
it. Then ‘he told me the whole 
story, in a matter of fact way.” 

The Governor told the _ story 
substantially as it has been re- 
lated here.

EFORE the accident, Steven- 
Bon had spent most of his win- 

ters in the South with. ‘his 
mother and his delicate and aging 
Grandfather Davis. Summers 
were spent at the rambling old 
Davis home at the lake resort of 
Charlevoix, Mich. Davis was a 
Quaker who had come out west 
as a young man and landed in 
Bloomington. When Abraham 
Lincoln made Stevenson’s great- 


grandfather Fell a paymaster in . 


the Union Army, Fell took Davis 
south with him as his clerk; and 
Davis later married Fell’s daugh- 
ter, Eliza. After the war, he 
bought and built up the Bloom- 
ington Pantagraph (meaning 
“Write everything”). A great ad- 
mirer of Robert Burns, Davis 
read his poems to his grandson 
as soon as the latter was capable 
of understanding human speech, 
and followed them up with selec- 
tions from Bret Harte and Lewis 
Carroll. 

Adlai’s father, Lewis Stevenson, 
was a health addict who invented 
a soya bean coffee substitute, ex- 
ercised with dumb-bells and fed 
his children orange-juice, then a 
dietary rarity. Mrs. Stevenson was 
a fond mother. Her pet name for 
her son, made partly by switching 
one of the consonants in his real 


‘one, was “Laddie.” 


She provided copious readings 
from Scott, Dickens and Thackery 
and gave him lessons at home 
until he was nine. When he final- 
ly got to school, he was thus a 
newcomer to a previously inte- 
grated group and, as such, obliged 
to fight for rank. 

In 1912, the Stevensons spent a 
year in Switzerland where the 
children attended a school in 
Lausanne, There, as a newcomer 


who did not even know the 
language in. which the lessons 
were given, he found himself in 
an intensified version of the same 
position, 

After finishing grade school in 
Bloomington, young Adlai was 
sent to the high school at Bloom- 
ington’s twin town of Normal, 
which functioned as.a sort of 
practice field for the teachers at- 
tending the State Normal Univer- 
sity founded by his great-grand- 
father Fell. 

At Normal, Stevenson was pre- 
paring to enter Princeton, The 
efforts of the school to enable 
young Stevenson to matriculate at 
Princeton were .a_ lamentable 
failure. The sum of Stevenson’s 
marks in his first three college 
board examinations was insuffi- 
cient to have given him a passing 
grade in any one of them. His 
father concluded that Normal was 
a misnomer either for the school 
or for his son and sent the latter 
off to Choate, an Eastern prepara- 
tory institution noted for its high 
scholastic standards. 

At Choate, cast in his cus- 
tomary role of late-coming strang- 
er, Stevenson, who had already 
acquired the family knack for 
writing generally, and for re- 
porting in particular, quickly ob- 
served that the road to renown 
lay not in further fisticuffs but 
in “heeling” the Choate News, an 
unusually handsome and Panta- 
graph-like prep-school journal, 

He “heeled” the board, made 


the paper and was elected editor-. 


in-chief and president of his class 
for what should have been his 
third and final year. By this time, 
however, the United States had 
entered World War I and Choate 
sixth formers. were scampering off 
to enlist. Stevenson finished the 
school year of 1918 and then en- 
listed in the United States Naval 
Reserve unit at Princeton. 

In the first World War, the 
shortage, of naval personnel was 
less acute than in World War II 
but the shortage of ships was 
more acute. At landlocked Prince- 
ton, Stevenson put in most of his 
time marching up and down Nau- 
sau street with his fellow appren- 
tice seamen, learning the nautical 
terms for floors, doors and stair- 
ways, and rowing up and down 


Carnegie Lake in a whaleboat.. 


Even the whaleboats were in short 
supply and some seamen had to 
sit gn the bank. While there, lest 
any of their time be wasted, an 
admiral who had sailed in wooden 
ae taught them to tie knots in 
Beforé they got a chance to 
utilize these skills, hostilities had 
ended:

broiled or stewed for lunch, din-

Another frequent canard about 
Stevenson’s education is that he 
flunked out of Harvard Law 
School. What really happened 
was more complicated. After his 
last year at Princeton, he and a 
classmate named Ralph Goodwin 
drove in the latter’s Jordan road- 
ster to spend summer on a ranch 
in Wyoming. Ranch life proved 
much to their liking. Stevenson 
and Goodwin decided to stay on 
in the West, began looking at 
property and presently found 
some they thought would suit 
them. 


When Stevenson wrote to tell 
his father of the new turn his

career had taken, Lewis Steven- 
son failed to co-operate. He re- 
plied that if Stevenson did not 
report back on time to attend 
Harvard Law School, someone 
would come to fetch him. 

At Harvard Law School, Ste- 
venson got passing marks but, un- 
like the later generation of em- 
bryo New Dealers “ho sat mes- 
merized by the pedagogic wizard- 
ry of the great Felix Frankfurter, 
Stevenson never met Frankfurter 
and never put his heart in it.

FTER his second year at Har- 
A vara, the death of one of his 

uncles. Hibbard O. Dayjs, 
posed a practical legal problem 
which gave Stevenson a valid-ex- 
cuse for playing truant from law 
school. 

The will of Stevenson's graiid- 
father Davis had provided that 
the shares in the Pantagraph be 
held in life estate by his children 
and then divided between their 
children, of whom there were 
five. Two were Adlai Stevenson 
and his sister. The other three 
were their Merwin cousins. 

The death of Davis raised the 
question of whether Mrs, Steven- 
son and sister’ Mrs. Merwin 
should inherit equal shares, which 
would have given the two Ste- 
venson heirs as much as the three 
Merwins, or whether each grand- 
child was to receive an equal 
share, which would have meant 
that the three Merwins got 60 per 
cent and the two Stevenson 40. 

At a family conclave it was de- 
cided to institute a friendly suit 
to settle the matter. Pending the 
outcome of the suit, young Ste- 
venson and his cousin Davis C. 
Merwin could learn about run- 
ning the paper, on the editorial 
and businegs side respectively. 

Stevenson spent a couple of 
years on the paper in various edi- 
torial capacities but, by the time 
the courts ruled that the Steven- 
son and Merwin families should 
have equal shares of the owner- 
ship, his interest in becoming a 
newspaper editor had waned. He 
decided to finish up his law 
course and, having fallen a year 
behind his classmates who had 
already graduated from Harvard, 
he entered the law school at 
Northwestern University and took 
his degree there in 1926. 

Another cousin, Loring Merwin, 
still runs the Pantagraph, along 
independent Republican lines. 
Stevenson still owns roughly 25 
per cent of the company but re- 
signed as a director and vice 
president after being elected 
Governor.
